He argued 
that it was a matter of enlightened 
self-interest for Israel to seek to 
offset its inescapable arithmetical 
inferiority in multilateral U.N. bo- 
dies by dee and expanding 
the network of bilateral relation- 
‘hips in ali continents. Israel’s po- 
sttion among the nations was not 
at all truly represented in the UN., 
whose political map was but ἃ cari- 
cature of the real world. Withhold- 
ing assistance from those who deny 
Israel their votes at the U.N. would 
therefore be an act of further self- 
denial, merely compounding this 
country’s fsolation, he insisted.
